Imposes Death Sentence. 


"The court in this trial," sdid Judge 


Watson, "has c-ftdea\ored in its de- 
cisions to lean towar£ the side 6f the 
prisoner* an4 in its charge to the Jury, 
ds well, attempted to give him the 
benefit o-f every doubt and e\ery op^ 
portunity to establish his innocence. 
The rulings mostly have been not on 
mutters ot law, hut on small questions 
of fact. 


"You 
have htid a fair and impartial 


trial, Mr. Seattle, and the Jury has 
done what it considers its duty. There- 
fare, you have been convicted of mur- 
der in tho first degree, and, November 
24. between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset,, you must forfeit >our life to 
the oommunitv. May God have mercy 
on your soul."

The inhuman brute made little or no 
defense, but during the hearing tried icpeat- 
edly and finally with success to win back his 
wife's sympathies and induce her to drop 
the case. At last she burst into tears, threw 
her arms around his heck and begged the

"even though he did treat me terribly, he 
is still my husband and the father of my 
children."

sneers and other evidences of disgust, 
summed up in the disdainful remark that it
